Applicant's arguments filed 14 October 2009 with regard to the 35 U.S.C. 112, 
1st paragraph rejections are persuasive and the rejection is withdrawn. 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious the combination of 
features as claimed. In particular, the prior art of record fails to disclose a slider 
assembly having a guide tube with a slot along its length and a nut with a flange that 
slides within the slot.
